‘Afghanistan is much more positive than we often give it credit for’

WASHINGTON — As they prepare to roll out a new Af- 
ghan policy to a skeptical U.S. audience, Obama adminis- 
tration officials are starting to replace their grim public 
assessments of the battered country with praise for the 
skills and idealism of its officials and its progress in im- 
portant areas. 

The message is aimed in part, officials say, at trying to 
build domestic support for a troop increase that President 
Barack Obama is expected to announce in an address Tues- 
day night. The decision comes at a time when most Ameri- 
cans have turned against the mission, and some Democratic 


leaders in Congress have concluded that it is hopeless. 

Officials also would like to strengthen support for the 
mission in Europe, where it is lobbying NATO allies for 
more combat troops — but faces strong resistance. And 
experts say the new message also reflects the recognition 
that, no matter how much they have criticized Afghan Pres- 
ident Hamid Karzai for the weakness and inefficiency of 
his government, Western officials need him. 

The United States is developing a set of benchmarks to 
assist Karzai, instituting a “monitoring and verification” 
system to judge whether ministries and agencies merit di- 
rect U.S. aid.

PTSD keeps convicted Iraq veteran off death row

JOHN DAY, Ore. — When Jes- 
sie Bratcher’s fiancee told him 
the baby might not be his, that 
she had been raped two months 
earlier, he went quiet. 

The former Oregon National 
Guardsman hung his head for the 
longest time. Then he went into 
the next room, put the barrel of 
an AK-47 in his mouth and took 
it out again. 

He told Celena Davis not to ex- 
pect to get any sleep that night. 
He walked up to her with a pair 


of scissors and slowly cut off her 
hair. 

Two mornings later, they drove 
to the hardware store. While Davis 
waited in the truck, Bratcher went 
in and bought a gun. He came out, 
loaded it and asked: Do we go to 
the police? Or go find the guy? 

“Police,” Davis said. 

Except that it was a Saturday, 
and the main door to the station 
was locked. Bratcher and Davis 
didn’t know there was an emer- 
gency door on the side of the 
building. 

So they headed for Jose Ceja 
Medina’s trailer. 


At first Medina, standing on 
his porch in running shorts, de- 
nied knowing Davis. Then he said 
they’d had sex, but that he hadn’t 
raped her, and he offered to take 
care of the baby. 

He ended up with six hollow- 
point bullets in him. 

At Bratcher’s murder trial, the 
district attorney argued that the 
27-year-old one-time grocery 
clerk had hunted down and killed 
Medina. 

But Bratcher’s lawyer said that 
when his client held the gun that 
morning, he was more than a 
furiously jealous boyfriend. He 


was a trained killer who’d been 
taught by the Army to mow down 
threats without much thinking, a 
man whose diminutive stature, 
quiet politeness and once-cheer- 
ful nature disguised the fact that 
he was, in the words of a sociolo- 
gist who testified in the case, “a 
walking time bomb.” 

In what veterans’ rights lead- 
ers Say is the first major criminal 
exoneration linked to post-trau- 
matic stress disorder, a jury in 
Canyon City, Ore., in October 
found Bratcher was legally in- 
sane when he shot Medina.

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Veteran: Others noticed change in soldier after deployment

“T only know of one cure for the experienc- 
es from these wars,” said sociologist William 
Brown, a former Army drill sergeant. “And 
that’s a lobotomy.” 

Many trauma experts say Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan are producing a troubling hybrid of 
stress and traumatic brain injury because of 
the roadside bombs that have become part of 
warfare. And unlike their Vietnam predeces- 
sors, who would normally serve a single tour, 
today’s soldiers are sometimes serving three 
or four combat deployments. 

“We’re getting ready to face an epidemic,” 
said Floyd Meshad, president of the National 
Veterans Federation and author of a book 
on helping PTSD victims with what he said 
will be, for many of them, an inevitable trip 
through the criminal justice system. 

While a PTSD diagnosis has helped reduce 
prison terms for some defendants — and re- 
sulted in the acquittal in 2009 of a former 
Army captain in California charged with rob- 
bery — Meshad said he knows of no case other 
than Bratcher’s in which a veteran avoided a 
murder conviction. 

“This is a major precedent,” he said. 

Under Oregon law, Bratcher could have 
been convicted on a reduced charge of first- 
degree manslaughter if jurors had found he 
was a Sane person acting in the passion of the 
moment. Instead they found him “guilty ex- 


cept insane” — a ruling that will allow him 
to receive psychological treatment instead of 
prison. 


“You’re going to hear a story that has all 
the elements of a Shakespearean tragedy,” 
Grant County Public Defender Markku Sario 
had told the jury during opening statements 
in the tiny rural courthouse in Canyon City. 
“War, sex, madness, violence ... And it ends as 
most Shakespearean tragedies do: Everybody 
loses.” 

Bratcher was born and raised in Prairie 
City, just east of John Day, on land that rolls 
off the timbered mountains of eastern Or- 
egon. His father, a Mexican farm worker, left 
almost immediately. His mother wasn’t up to 
raising him, so he lived with his grandfather, 
David Baughman, a logger and auto body 
mechanic. 

Baughman tried to raise Bratcher the way 
he’d been brought up. He took his grandson 
hunting, but Bratcher never wanted to do the 
killing. 

“It was violence to him,” Baughman said. 
“He just didn’t want to see anything die.” 

After Sept. 11, 2001, Bratcher joined the Or- 
egon National Guard. 

Bratcher boarded a plane for Kuwait early 
in 2005 and spent the next 11 months at For- 
ward Operating Base Warrior in Kirkuk, 
Iraq. 

“Jessie was always the type of individual 
who talked to all the Iraqis, wanted to take pic- 
tures. Real happy,” said Martin Castellanoz, 
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43, a fellow Oregonian who was Bratcher’s 
platoon sergeant. “But after the first rocket 
attacks, I could see in Jessie’s demeanor al- 
ready that he was beginning to get scared. Of 
course, I myself was scared.” 

A soldier Bratcher befriended was a fellow 
Guardsman from Oregon, John Ogburn III. 
On patrol one day, Ogburn’s Humvee rolled 
over in an accident. Bratcher watched as his 
friend was crushed to death. 

“T started seeing big changes in his attitude 
after that,” Castellanoz said. “It was more like, 
‘I don’t care.’ He had the mentality of: ‘We die, 
we die.’ ... We went out on patrols then, and he 
was hyperalert. I’d hear him say things that 
I’d never thought I’d hear Bratcher say: ‘T’ll 
shoot ’em. I'll kill ’em.’” 

When Bratcher came back to Prairie City 
in late 2005, he got a job stocking shelves at 
the local supermarket, where he met Davis. 
But he would become resentful, even furi- 


ous, when customers would reach back and 
take newer jugs of milk after he had carefully 
stacked the older ones in front. 

He soon was fired. 

He started quarreling with his grandfa- 
ther. For days at a time, Bratcher lived in the 
woods, setting up military-style perimeters 
and patrolling them with his modified assault 
rifles. 

“When my boy come back, he really come 
back as a different boy,” Baughman said. “I 
couldn’t talk to him hardly at all anymore. 
At night sometimes he’d jump out of bed real 
fast, and he’d holler. He just had things on his 
mind, deep things, that I guess he probably 
couldn’t explain to anybody, really.” 

Bratcher went to the Veterans Administra- 
tion hospital several times. Doctors rejected 
his first claim of PTSD, though they later de- 
clared him 70 percent and then 100 percent 
disabled. They sent him home with medica- 
tion to calm him down and help him sleep. 

Nobody had deprogrammed Bratcher when 
he got home, Sario told the jury. He was the 
same hair-trigger killing machine he had 
been trained to be around Kirkuk. 

Bratcher had told his lawyer that in Me- 
dina’s yard that day, it was like he was in 
Kirkuk, watching murderous events unfold 
around him. He saw somebody shooting Me- 
dina, emptying all 10 rounds from the clip. 
Medina’s 14-year-old nephew was shouting 
from the front porch, and Bratcher saw him 
as an Iraqi woman screaming. 

In another small trailer not far from where 
Medina died, his parents and two brothers 
have been trying to figure out why Jose is 
dead and nobody’s to blame. 

“There’s no proof he was having a flash- 
back, which he complained about. But there’s 
proof he bought the gun, and there’s proof that 
he used it,” said Francisco Medina, 19. “We 
understand he has PTSD. But does that give 
him the right to just go murder somebody?” 

Prosecutor Ryan Joslin presented evidence 
that Bratcher hadn’t seen that many dead 
bodies in Iraq. And while a state psychologist 
concluded Bratcher was suffering from stress 
disorder, another one said his responses on 
evaluation tests were so extreme that Bratch- 
er could be faking it. 

“When he took out his gun and shot at the 
victim 10 times, mostly in the back and the 
side of the head, as the victim was fleeing 
— did he really not know what he was doing?” 
Joslin said. “Or was he unable to keep himself 
from doing it?” 

The prosecutor said Bratcher’s Army ex- 
perience should never have been the center- 
piece of the trial. 

Bratcher is being held at the small jail in 
Grant County until at least Dec. 7, when the 
judge will decide how to proceed. A month 
after the shooting, he and Davis got married 
in the jail. They have a daughter named Ne- 
vaeh — heaven spelled backward. 
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China gets rare ship tour 


Japan shows off Aegis-equipped destroyer at Sasebo

SASEBO NAVAL BASE, Japan — A visit here 
Monday by a Chinese defense ministry delegation 
put the communist country’s top military officials 
unusually close to the U.S. Navy and its advanced 
Aegis weapons system technology. 

The Japanese navy invited Chinese Defense 
Minister Liang Guanglie and an entourage of minis- 
try officials onto the base for a tour of the destroyer 
Chokai, which is equipped with the Aegis system 
and docked in Sasebo with U.S. warships. 

The United States has shared the technology with 
its ally Japan and both countries depend on the ship- 
based Aegis systems for an edge over Asian threats, 
including China’s burgeoning missile programs. 

China’s tour of the Aegis destroyer was limited 
to the deck and the bridge to maintain security, the 
Japan Maritime Self-Defense Force said Monday. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Navy was conspicuously 
absent from the high-level visit to one of its key 
bases in the Pacific region, which it shares with the 
Japanese navy. 

Beyond arranging for the defense minister’s 
arrival, the U.S. did not work with the Japanese to 
coordinate the visit to Sasebo, said David Marks, a 
U.S. embassy spokesman in Tokyo.

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“The involvement of the U.S. side was minimal,” 
he said. “Apparently, [Liang] had to go through the 
front gate of the base to get to the ships.” 

The embassy would not comment on whether 
the visit raised any security concerns. U.S. Forces 
Japan refused to comment and directed all ques- 
tions to the embassy. 

The group of Chinese officials traveled through 
the U.S. Navy base by motorcade and spent about 
90 minutes aboard the destroyer, Japanese defense 
ministry spokesman Masashi Maegata said. 

Navy security was increased around the base 
during the visit and U.S. sailors were stationed at 
intersections along the defense minister’s motor- 
cade route. 

For Japan, the visit by Liang was a sign that long- 
held tensions between the two Asian countries might 
be thawing despite Tokyo’s concern about Chinese 
military growth in recent years. 

Liang and his Japanese counterpart, Defense 
Minister Toshimi Kitazawa, agreed to joint military 
training between China and Japan during Liang’s 
six-day visit, according to Reuters. 

But Kitazawa and Prime Minister Yukio Hatoya- 
ma also took the opportunity to press China for more 
transparency in its military spending during meet- 
ings in Tokyo, the wire service reported. 
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Veteran unemployment outstrips U.S. rate

WASHINGTON — Victor Ruiz 
has been looking for work since 
January. 

An Air Force pension helps, but 
it’s not enough to keep his fam- 
ily afloat. His house is in foreclo- 
sure, and he and his two teenage 
children are leaving Fircrest, 
Wash., to live with his parents in 
Chicago. 

Ruiz, 39, is a retired Air Force 
major who has an MBA, oversaw 
an $80 million computer network 
that helped track incoming mis- 
siles and nuclear detonations, and 
at various times supervised more 
than 100 people. 

“T am the most educated of my 
three siblings, but I am the one 
moving back home,” Ruiz said. 

Many veterans, especially 
younger and injured ones, are 
struggling to find civilian jobs in 
a troubled economy. 

The unemployment rate for vet- 
erans who left the military during 


the past three years is 18 percent, 
nearly twice the national aver- 
age. The average for all veterans 
is about 11.6 percent. Even those 
numbers, however, may not re- 
flect the situation as the economy 
worsened. 

Six months ago, members of the 
81st Combat Team of the Wash- 
ington National Guard were pa- 
trolling in such places as Mosul, 
Balad and Ramadi in Iraq. Now, 
after returning home in August, 
roughly 40 percent of the 2,400 
Guardsmen from Washington 
state are still looking for work. 

Meantime, the Pentagon dur- 
ing the third quarter reimbursed 
the Labor Department nearly 
$186 million for veterans’ unem- 
ployment benefits, an increase of 
more than 70 percent from a year 
ago. 

“It’s just heartbreaking,” said 
Sen. Patty Murray, D-Wash. 
“They volunteer, serve our coun- 
try honorably and come back and 
can’t find a job.” 


Murray, a senior member of the 
Senate Veterans Affairs Commit- 
tee, is working on legislation that 
would provide additional employ- 
ment training and support for un- 
employed veterans and establish 
a program to help veterans start 
their own businesses. Murray’s 
bill also would provide grants 
to states that establish Veterans 
Conservation Corps to employ vet- 
erans to restore natural habitat, 
maintain local forests and parks 
and improve storm-water facili- 
ties. Murray hopes to introduce 
her bill in the coming weeks. 

Every year, 220,000 service- 
members exit the military. About 
10 percent of them are retirees 
and about 10 percent of them are 
officers. An additional 80,000 to 
90,000 National Guard members 
or reservists leave the military. 

Of every 1,000 troops deployed, 
23 percent are combat troops, and 
the rest are support troops, many 
of whom have computer and in- 
formation technology skills. 
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Envoy: U.S. working hard 
to resolve Futenma issues

NAHA, Okinawa — Oki- 
nawa Gov. Hirokazu Nakaima 
wants air operations at Marine 
Corps Air Station Futenma to 
start being phased out as soon 
as possible, regardless of the 
ongoing review of the overall 
2006 military realignment 
plan. 

Nakima delivered the same 
message in separate meet- 
ings Monday — in Tokyo with 
Prime Minister Yukio Hatoya- 
ma and later on Okinawa with 
U.S. Ambassador John Roos. 

He handed Hatoyama a 
formal request urging him to 
develop a “clear and concrete 
policy in order to remove the 
danger posed by the air op- 
erations at the earliest possible 
date.” 

“It is a matter of urgency 
to relieve the residents from 
the fear of aircraft accidents 
and noise pollution,” he wrote. 
“Okinawa voices are growing 
to demand the operation be 
moved outside Okinawa.” 

The sweeping 2006 realign- 
ment plan calls, in part, for 
relocating Futenma’s air op- 
erations in urban Ginowan to 
a new air facility to be built 
at rural Camp Schwab. But 
Japan’s new government, 
which took office in Septem- 
ber, promptly began calls for 
reviewing the project. 

In meeting with Nakaima, 
Roos indicated that he still be- 
lieved replacing MCAS Futen- 
ma with the Camp Schwab air 
facility was the best option. 
The U.S. has long said the 
project is the linchpin that will 
eventually allow more than 


8,000 Marines to be moved off 
Okinawa to Guam. 

“As you know, the United 
States believes that the Futen- 
ma replacement is the sole, 
the best and only viable op- 
tion,’ Roos told the governor 
at a meeting in Naha open to 
the press. “We are working 
through the issues.” 

In the past, Nakaima said he 
supported the move to Camp 
Schwab because he thought 
it was a done deal. He has re- 
cently said he prefers the Ma- 
rines to move its air operations 
off his island. 

Hatoyama’s ministers have 
been divided on the issue 
— some have called for scrap- 
ping the relocation agreement 
and moving Marine air opera- 
tions outside Okinawa, while 
others suggested adjustments 
be made in the current plan 
or that the Marines move air 
operations to Kadena Air Base 
on Okinawa. U.S. officials 
have previously dismissed the 
Kadena option as unworkable. 

Hatoyama told the governor 
that a decision on Futenma will 
be made through ongoing talks 
between the U.S. and Japan in 
a working group. He did not in- 
dicate a deadline, according to 
Okinawa officials. 

During the Naha meeting, 
Nakaima asked Roos, who is a 
member of the working group, 
when they might complete 
their review. 

Pausing a moment, Roos 
replied, “As soon as possible,” 
drawing laughter from the 
press and others in the room.

While keeping pressure on 
Karzai, who won re-election to a 
second five-year term this year 
in a tainted election, officials also 
are emphasizing Afghanistan’s 
economic potential, its progress 
in education and even its anti- 
corruption efforts. 

“The picture in Afghanistan 
is much more positive than we 
often give it credit for,’ Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
said during a visit to Kabul last 
month. 

Such assertions carry a politi- 
cal risk. If the public concludes 
that they are unrealistic, it could 
cost Obama and his team cred- 
ibility on Afghanistan. Former 
President George W. Bush was 
criticized for his claims of steady 
progress in Iraq during the most 
violent days of its insurgency. 

Since the start of Obama’s 
term, U.S. officials have com- 
plained about Karzai and his 
government, hoping to pressure 
him to move more aggressively 
against corruption. The critique 
was spelled out most sharply in 
the August report by U.S. and 
allied military commander Gen. 
Stanley A. McChrystal that fore- 
shadowed his request for another 
40,000 troops. 

“The weakness of state insti- 
tutions, malign actions of power 
brokers, widespread corruption 
and abuse of power by various of- 
ficials ... have given Afghans little 
reason to support their govern- 
ment,” McChrystal wrote. 

Now, U.S. officials are focusing 
on different aspects of the same 
picture. 

James C. Dobbins, aformer U.S. 
envoy to Afghanistan under Bush, 
said Karzai is a “weak but essen- 
tial” figure for the Americans. 

“Some of the criticism was 
exaggerated, and it may be that 
they’ll have to overcompensate 
by exaggerating his virtues,” said 
Dobbins, now with Rand Corp. 

U.S. allies also have muted 
their criticism, and Karzai has 
reciprocated. 

Clinton, during her trip to 
Kabul, said most of the ministers 
in Karzai’s government are “very 
impressive.” She added, “The 
quality of the people in the gov- 
ernment is really quite positive.” 

She praised the president as 
a “patriot” who had laid out “vi- 
sionary” ideas for making the 
government more honest and ef- 
fective. In his inauguration ad- 
dress earlier this month, Karzai 
pledged to fire any official con- 
nected to drug trafficking and to 
“end the culture of impunity and 
violation of the law.” 

But in Congress, many law- 
makers are coming to the conclu- 
sion that Afghanistan is simply 
broken. 

After Karzai’s inauguration 
earlier this month, House Speak- 
er Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., com- 
plained on National Public Radio 
that he “has proven to be an un- 
worthy partner. ... How can we 
ask the American people to pay 
a big price in lives and limbs and 
also in dollars if we don’t have a 
connection to a reliable partner?”

Saddam truthful on 
tate of naval aviator

WASHINGTON — Saddam Hussein was 
telling the truth, this time. The United States 
just didn’t believe him. 

So it took the most powerful military in the 
world 18 years to find the remains of a U.S. 
Navy pilot shot down in the 1991 Gulf War. 

Michael “Scott” - : 
Speicher’s bones lay 18 
inches deep in Iraqi sand, 
more or less right where a 
group of Iraqis had led an 
American search team in 
1995. 

The search for Speich- 
er was frustrated by 
two wars, mysteriously 
switched remains, Iraqi 
duplicity and a final tip 
from a young nomad in 
Anbar province. 

U.S. officials often were blinded by the same 
myopia that tainted prewar intelligence — the 
American conviction that Hussein’s govern- 
ment lied about everything. As it turned out, 
the Iraqis lied, but sometimes they told the 
truth. 

For more than a decade, speculation swirled 
that the 33-year-old Speicher, a lieutenant 
commander when he went missing, had been 
captured alive. That was disproved by the 
team that found and confirmed his remains. 

“He wasn’t captured or tortured,” said 
Thomas Brown, chief of the Intelligence Com- 
munity POW/MIA analytic cell at the Defense 
Intelligence Agency. Brown, who worked on 
Speicher’s case for 15 years, described how 
the threads leading to the pilot got so tangled. 

Speicher’s aircraft was shot down by an Iraqi 
MiG fighter 100 miles west of Baghdad on Jan. 
17, 1991, the first day of the war to drive Sad- 
dam’s invading forces from Kuwait. Then-De- 
fense Secretary Dick Cheney announced the 
pilot’s death as the first casualty of the war, but 
no search and rescue effort was launched. 

When the war ended that March, the U.S. de- 
manded the return of Speicher’s remains. But 
because of a data glitch, the U.S. erroneously 
pinpointed his crash site south of Baghdad. 

The Iraqis were puzzled. They knew an F/ 
A-18 had been shot down west of the capital. 
But they followed the botched U.S. coordinates 
and searched for Speicher’s plane in the south, 
finding nothing.

The search was soon complicated by the 
Iraqi discovery of a different crash site — of 
a downed Air Force A-10 attack aircraft. The 
Iraqis brought the unidentified A-10 pilot’s re- 
mains to a Basra hospital for safekeeping. 

Just before those remains were to be handed 
over to the U.S., Shiites rebelling against Sad- 
dam seized the hospital, forcing Iraqi officials 
to make a hasty gamble. 

So the Iraqis instead handed over to Ameri- 
can authorities a 4-pound piece of another ca- 
daver. U.S. officials already had accounted for 
the dead A-10 pilot, so the unidentified remains 
stumped them. Were they Speicher’s? 

By May 1991, DNA tests ruled that out. 

In January 2001, President Bill Clinton 
changed Speicher’s status from killed in ac- 
tion to missing, echoing U.S. belief he could be 
alive. An intelligence assessment said Speich- 
er probably had survived the crash and Iraq 
was either holding him prisoner or hiding his 
remains. 

In the summer of 2002, as the Bush admin- 
istration prepared to invade Iraq, new intel- 
ligence intercepts suggested Speicher was 
being moved between dozens of secret sites 
inside Iraq. 

Before the 2003 invasion, “we were positive 
we were getting him back,” said Buddy Har- 
ris, a Speicher friend who later married the 
pilot’s widow. 

Brown believes the Iraqi government was 
trying to convince President George W. Bush 
that Speicher was still alive to protect Saddam 
from being targeted when the invasion came. 

Searchers continued to press every lead. 
For six years, soldiers and Marines deployed 
in Anbar were told to ask people there if they 
had heard anything about the missing Ameri- 
can pilot. 

The instructions finally paid off last July. A 
sheik told Marines of a Bedouin who remem- 
bered a burial 20 years earlier. 

The earth yielded another piece of a pilot’s 
flight suit and a jaw bone. The teeth matched 
the missing pilot’s dental records. Michael 
Scott Speicher, who reached the rank of cap- 
tain because he kept receiving promotions 
while his status was unknown, had been there 
all along, Brown said. 

Harris says the ending is too neat, meant to 
whitewash the Pentagon’s failure to launch a 
search and rescue mission in 1991. 

“Too many people want to tie it into a nice lit- 
tle bow here,” Harris says. “Their motive wasn’t 
Scott Speicher, it was to get this thing done.” 
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Afghan officer 
kills six others 
at checkpoint

KABUL — A rogue Afghan police officer 
opened fire at a checkpoint in southwest Af- 
ghanistan, killing six police officers and in- 
juring two before being killed, an official said 
Monday. 

The incident — the second time in two 
months that a police officer has turned on 
colleagues — is a reminder of the steep chal- 
lenge NATO troops face as they work to build 
a national police force that will be able to pro- 
vide security and allow international forces 
to eventually leave. 

The shooting in southern Nimroz province 
occurred Sunday morning in Khash Rod dis- 
trict, said provincial police chief Gen. Abdul 
Jabar Pardeli. 

“One of our policemen opened fire on his 
colleagues at the checkpoint,” Pardeli said, 
adding that an investigation was under way 
to find what prompted the shooting. 

He said the suspect escaped to Dil Aram 
— another district in the province — where 
he was identified by a patrol of Afghan police 
and army soldiers. The patrol tried to stop 
him, but he started shooting again and was 
killed in a gun battle. 

In October, a police officer opened fire on 
the British troops training him, killing five. 
Last year, police officers turned against 
American soldiers in two separate incidents, 
killing and wounding several. 

In the same area as the latest shooting, a 
Turkish engineer for a private construction 
company has been missing since Sunday, 
when he drove out toward Dil Aram, Gov. 
Ghulam Dastagir Azad said. 

In the north, meanwhile, two gunmen on a 
motorbike shot and killed the head of logis- 
tics for the provincial intelligence service 
late Sunday, said Jowzjan provincial police 
chief Khalilullah Aminzada.

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U.S. didn’t expect

LONDON — American troops 
did not expect to play a role in sta- 
bilizing Iraq after overthrowing 
Saddam Hussein, a key adviser 
to former British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair said Monday. 

David Manning, who served 
as a foreign policy aide to Blair 
before being appointed ambas- 
sador to Washington in 2003, 
told a British inquiry into the 
war that the U.S. military did not 
believe peacekeeping was their 
responsibility. 

“The American military 
thought that they were fighting a 
war and when the war was over 
they were expecting to go home,” 
he said. 

Manning said British troops in 
Basra talked to local people, but 
that American troops were not 
willing to do the same. 

“T was very struck ... by the 
reluctance of U.S. soldiers to get 
out of their tanks, to take off their 
helmets and to trying to build up 
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links with local communities,” he 
said. 

He also said he believed Paul 
Bremer, the U.S. diplomat charged 
with overseeing the reconstruc- 
tion of Iraq, made the situation 
worse by trying to purge the army 
and police of members of Saddam 
Hussein’s Baath Party. 

The inquiry, which is in its sec- 
ond week, is not set up to hold 
anyone liable for the conflict, but 
it does have the potential to em- 
barrass officials in the U.S. and 
Britain who argued — incorrect- 
ly — that Saddam was developing 
weapons of mass destruction and 
had links with al-Qaida. 

Jeremy Greenstock, the former 
British ambassador to the United 
Nations, told the inquiry on Fri- 
day that the U.S. was “hell bent” 
on war with Iraq from the begin- 
ning and undermined efforts by 
Britain to win international au- 
thorization for the invasion. 

Manning’s also testified that 
the U.S. was looking for connec- 
tions between Iraq and Sept. 11 
within hours of the attacks.

Even though the U.S. presence in Zhari is now 
much larger — about 750 Americans compared to 
150 Canadians previously — U.S. forces have not 
had an easier time than their predecessors. 

Since they took over the district, six soldiers 
from 1st Battalion, 12th Infantry have been killed 
and about 40 others wounded, mostly from Taliban 
bombs. The latest losses occurred last week, when 
one soldier died and six others were wounded dur- 
ing a mortar attack on the battalion’s main base. 

Still, U.S. officers say there are signs that securi- 
ty is improving. Firefights with small groups of Tal- 
iban fighters occur almost daily, but bomb attacks 
along Highway 1 have been on the decline, dropping 
from 27 in October to just four in the past month, 
an indication that boosting the number of U.S. and 
Afghan forces along the highway has paid off. 

Despite the frequent combat in the countryside, 
encounters with villagers are often positive, U.S. of- 
ficers Say. 

“There hasn’t been a place where we’ve gone yet 
where people have told us that they don’t want us

to secure them,” Brown said. “They’re tired of the 
Taliban.” 

But U.S. officers also acknowledge that it’s pos- 
sible local villagers are telling U.S. forces what they 
believe the Americans want to hear. The area has 
been a Taliban stronghold since the start of the 
movement. Mullah Mohammad Omar, the Taliban 
leader now believed to be hiding in Karachi, Paki- 
stan, got his start as a religious teacher and political 
leader in the nearby village of Sangasar. Canadian 
forces have long referred to Zhari and Panjwayi dis- 
tricts as the “heart of darkness.” 

However, senior U.S. officers say they are confi- 
dent that with the sustained presence of U.S. troops 
and Afghan security forces, those villagers will 
eventually come to their side. 

“We don’t like to say hearts and minds; we like 
to say trust and confidence,” said Lt. Col. Reik An- 
dersen, commander of 1st Battalion, 12th Infantry 
Regiment. “And if we have the trust and confidence 
of the people, then eventually they will turn the Tal- 
iban over.”

House member wants

WASHINGTON — The top 
Democrat on the House Home- 
land Security committee is call- 
ing in the Secret Service director 
and the couple who crashed a 
state dinner to testify on the inci- 
dent Thursday. 

Mississippi’s Bennie Thomp- 
son said he wants answers about 
the Secret Service’s security de- 
ficiencies that allowed Michaele 
and Tareg Salahi into the Nov. 24 
White House dinner even though 
they were not on the guest list. 

Some lawmakers have called 
for criminal charges to be brought 
against the couple, but the Secret 
Service has yet to do so. The Se- 
cret Service could not immedi- 
ately be reached for comment. 


Paper: FBI paid blogger

TRENTON, N.J. — A news- 
paper said a New Jersey blogger 
accused of threatening federal

ment documents, e-mails, court 
records and almost 20 hours of 
jailhouse interviews with Hal 
Turner. He faces charges that he 
made death threats against three 
Chicago federal appeals judges. 
The newspaper reported Sunday 
that Turner received thousands of 
dollars from the FBI to report on 
neo-Nazis and white supremacist 
groups. Turner claims the FBI 
coached him to make racist, anti- 
Semitic and other threatening 
statements on his radio show.

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Supreme Court suppresses 
pictures of prisoner abuse

WASHINGTON — The Su- 
preme Court did all it could 
Monday to lock up forever some 
incendiary photos that show U.S. 
soldiers abusing foreign prison- 
ers in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Yielding to Congress and the 
White House, justices took the 
expected but formal step of re- 
versing a lower court’s order that 
the pictures be released. Using its 
budget powers, Congress already 
had suppressed the photos. 

In a brief, unsigned decision 
issued Monday without elabora- 
tion, the court cited a provision in 
a Homeland Security funding bill 
President Barack Obama signed 
Oct. 28. The provision permitted 
the Pentagon to block the public 
release of the pictures, as well 
as others deemed to “endanger” 
U.S. soldiers or civilians. 

“Disclosure of those photo- 
graphs would pose a clear and 
grave risk of inciting violence and 
riots against American troops and 
coalition forces,” Solicitor Gen- 
eral Elena Kagan had warned the 
Supreme Court. 

The Justice Department’s brief 
noted one picture shows “several 


soldiers posing near standing 
detainees who are handcuffed 
to bars with sandbags covering 
their heads while a soldier holds 
a broom as if sticking (its) end ... 
into the rectum of a restrained 
detainee.” 

Another photo shows a soldier 
who appears to be striking an 
Iraqi detainee with the butt of a 
rifle. There are at least 21 color 
photos in question, depicting U.S. 
soldiers in Iraq and Afghanistan.

dents by e-mail and text messag- 
es to an unconfirmed report that 
Clemmons might have gotten off 
a bus on or near the campus about 
3 miles north of the residence, 
university police Cmdr. Jerome 
Solomon said. Police were check- 
ing the area, he said. 

Troyer said warrants for first- 
degree murder have been issued 
against Clemmons in the killings 
of the officers from the Tacoma 
suburb of Lakewood who were 
gunned down in a coffee shop on 
Sunday morning. 

Clemmons has a long criminal 
history, including a long prison 
sentence commuted by former 
Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee 
nearly a decade ago, and a recent 
arrest for allegedly assaulting a 
police officer in Washington. 

Authorities allege he killed Sgt. 
Mark Renninger, 39, and officers 
Ronald Owens, 37, Tina Griswold, 
40, and Greg Richards, 42, as they 
worked on their laptop computers 
at the beginning of their shifts. 

Clemmons is believed to have 
been in the area of the coffee shop 
around the time of the shooting, 
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but Troyer declined to say what 
might link him to the shooting. 

Investigators said they know 
of no reason four gunning down 
the officers, but court documents 
indicate Clemmons is delusional 
and mentally unstable. 

Clemmons has an extensive 
violent criminal history from 
Arkansas. He was also recently 
charged in Washington state with 
assaulting a police officer, and 
second-degree rape of a child. 
Using a bail bondsman, he posted 
$150,000 — only $15,000 of his 
own money — and was released 
from jail last week. 

Documents related to the pend- 
ing charges in Washington state 
indicate a volatile personality. 
In one instance, he is accused of 
punching a sheriff’s deputy in the 
face, The Seattle Times reported. 
In another, he is accused of gath- 
ering his wife and young relatives 
and forcing them to undress, ac- 
cording to a Pierce County sher- 
iff’s report.

Hondurans vote, wait 
to see if results hold 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras 
— Honduras’ newly elected Presi- 
dent Porfirio Lobo already faces 
an international crisis even before 
taking office: Many countries of 
the hemisphere refuse to recog- 
nize his government, chosen in 
the shadow of a coup. 

Election officials said Monday 
that the conservative rancher had 
a strong lead in Sunday’s presi- 
dential contest and his rival con- 
ceded defeat. 

Election organizers also said 
that more than 60 percent of reg- 
istered voters cast ballots — an 
increase from the last election — 
indicating that most Hondurans 
rejected calls by toppled Presi- 
dent Manuel Zelaya to boycott the 
vote. 

The U.S. has said that it will 
recognize a free and fair vote, but 
it made no comment following the 
election. 

Zelaya was already disputing 
the official numbers. 


Russia releases sketch 
in fatal railway bombing 


MOSCOW — Police released 
a composite sketch Monday of a 
man thought to be involved in a 





train bombing that killed 26 peo- 
ple, and a railway official suggest- 
ed the attack had the hallmarks of 
terrorism by saboteurs from the 
volatile North Caucasus. 

Authorities say Friday night’s 
derailment of a train speeding 
from Moscow to St. Petersburg 
was caused by a bomb planted on

MUNICH — A German court 
put John Demjanjuk on trial 
Monday to face charges of being 
an accessory to the murder of 
27,900 Jews at a Nazi death camp, 
and his lawyer immediately ac- 
cused the court of bias. 

The retired Ohio autoworker 
arrived at the opening of the trial 
in a wheelchair to face another 
chapter of some 30 years of ef- 
forts to prosecute him. 

After the first 90-minute ses- 
sion, Demjanjuk, 89, was re- 
turned to the courtroom lying flat 
on his back on a gurney, covered 
in blankets. 


Trial opens for U.S. man

Doctors who had examined 
Demjanjuk before the second 
session began said he had com- 
plained of serious pain and was 
given a shot. 

They ordered the session be cut 
short, and it wrapped up 30 min- 
utes later. 

Demjanjuk’s’ attorney had 
opened the proceedings by filing 
a motion against the court’s judge 
and prosecutors, accusing them 
of treating the Ukrainian-born 
Demjanjuk harsher than Ger- 
mans who ran the Nazi’s Sobibor 
death camp in occupied Poland. 

Lawyer Ulrich Busch charged 
that the case should never have 
been brought to trial.

Iran has 9 British 
sailors in custody

LONDON — Iran is holding 
five British sailors after stopping 
their racing yacht in the Persian 
Gulf, the British government said 
Monday. The move could heighten 
tensions between Iran and major 
world powers, including Brit- 
ain, that are demanding a halt to 
its nuclear program. Oil prices 
spiked 2 percent to $77.45 a bar- 
rel on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange as the news broke. 

The yacht owned by Sail Bah- 
rain was stopped on its way from 
the tiny island country to the 
Gulf city of Dubai on Wednesday 
when it “may have strayed inad- 
vertently into Iranian waters,” 
Britain’s Foreign Office said. Sail 
Bahrain’s Web site identified the 
yacht as the “Kingdom of Bah- 
rain” and said it had been due to 
join the Dubai-Muscat Offshore 
Sailing Race, which was to begin 
Nov. 26. The event was to be the 
boat’s first offshore race. 
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British Foreign Secretary 
David Miliband said that British 
officials had been in touch about 
the matter with their Iranian 
counterparts for nearly a week. 
It was not immediately clear why 
British officials had decided to 
publicize the case now. 

“T hope this issue will soon be 
resolved,” Miliband said. 

The statement added that the 
crewmembers “are still in Iran” 
and were “understood to be safe” 
but did not specify whether they 
are and what their legal status is. 
A call seeking clarification from 
Britain’s Foreign Office was not 
immediately returned. 

An Iranian Foreign Ministry 
official said he was not aware of 
reports a British yacht had been 
stopped. 

He spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because he was not autho- 
rized to talk to the press. 

Iran’s’ elite Revolutionary 
Guard has the responsibility for 
protecting Iranian waters in the 
Persian Gulf. 
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Germans assigned to Sobibor 
— where prosecutors allege Dem- 
janjuk served as a guard — were 
acquitted. 

“How can you say that those 
who gave the orders were inno- 
cent ... and the one who received 
the orders is guilty?” Busch told 
the court. “There is a moral and 
legal double standard being ap- 
plied today.” 

Demjanjuk was deported in 
May from the United States to 
Germany, and has been in cus- 
tody since then. 

A former Soviet Red Army sol- 
dier, Demjanjuk is now accused of 
volunteering to serve as a guard 
under the SS after being taken 
prisoner by the Nazis in 1942.

Ex-guerrilla wins 
Uruguay presidency 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay 
— A former guerrilla fighter 
has achieved through the ballot 
box what he could never earn by 
bombing, kidnapping and attack- 
ing his political enemies — the 
power to legitimately lead an en- 
tire nation. 

Jose Mujica won 53 percent 
of the vote for Uruguay’s presi- 
dency, to 43 percent for Luis A. 
Lacalle, with 97 percent of the 
vote counted, the electoral court 
announced Monday. 


Lawyer for ex-boyfriend 
says Knox is naive 


PERUGIA, Italy — A lawyer for 
the former boyfriend of Amanda 
Knox painted the U.S. coed as 
Naive, spontaneous and impru- 
dent as she argued Monday that 
both Knox and her lover were in- 
nocent in the slaying of the Amer- 
ican’s British roommate. 

Raffaele Sollecito, 25, of Italy 
and Knox, 22, are accused of 
murder and sexual violence in 
the death of Meredith Kercher, 
21, who was found in her bedroom 
in the rented house she shared 
with the American from Seattle. 
Both defendants insist they are 
innocent. All three were students 
in Perugia, a university town in 
Umbria, in central Italy. 

A third defendant, Rudy Her- 
mann Guede of the Ivory Coast, 
was convicted of the same charg- 
es last year and sentenced to 30 
years in prison. He is appealing. 


Geneva atom smasher 
beats American lab 


GENEVA — The world’s largest 
atom smasher on Monday broke 
the record for proton accelera- 
tion previously held by a U.S. lab, 
sending beams of the particles at 
1.18 trillion electron volts around 
the massive machine. 

The Large Hadron Collider 
eclipsed the previous high of 0.98 
1 TeV held by Fermilab, outside 
Chicago, since 2001, the Euro- 
pean Organization for Nuclear 
Research, also known as CERN, 
said. 

The latest success, which came 
early in the morning, is part of the 
preparation to reach even higher 
levels of energy for significant ex- 
periments next year on the make- 
up of matter and the universe. 


Bangladesh ferry 
death toll rises to 77 


DHAKA, Bangladesh — The 
death toll from the capsizing of a 
ferry over the weekend in south- 
ern Bangladesh rose Monday to 
77 after rescuers recovered an 
additional 19 bodies. 

Rescuers plucked 15_ bloat- 
ed bodies Monday from River 
Tetulia, where the overcrowded 
triple-deck ferry M.V. Coco cap- 
sized late Friday, police official 
Mohammad Bayezid said. An ad- 
ditional four bodies were found 
overnight in the river, he said. 

Bayezid said the bloated bodies 
were found as far away as three 
miles from the site of the accident. 
The ferry was packed with hun- 
dreds of travelers leaving Dhaka 
to head home for the Islamic fes- 
tival of Eid al-Adha when it tilted 
and went down after reportedly 
hitting a river shoal.

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WHO: Treat HIV patients sooner

LONDON — On the eve of World AIDS Day, 
the World Health Organization said Monday 
that people infected with the virus that causes 
AIDS should start treatment earlier than cur- 
rently recommended. 

The U.N. agency issued new guidance ad- 
vising doctors to start giving patients AIDS 
drugs a year or two earlier than usual. The 
advice could double the number of people 
worldwide who qualify for treatment, adding 
an extra 3 to 5 million patients to the 5 million 
already awaiting AIDS drugs. 

WHO’s previous HIV treatment advice was 
published in 2006. Since then, several studies 
have shown people with HIV who start drugs 
earlier than recommended have a better 
chance of surviving. 

WHO now advises doctors to start HIV pa- 
tients on drugs when their level of CD4 cells 
—ameasure of the immune system — is about 


350. In most Western countries, doctors start 
treating HIV patients when their CD4 count 
is about 500. 

David Ross, an AIDS expert at the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, 
said there is compelling evidence HIV pa- 
tients should start treatment sooner. People 
with HIV who aren’t on AIDS drugs are more 
likely to catch a potentially fatal disease like 
tuberculosis or develop other complications 
when they do start the drugs, Ross said. 

WHO’s new recommendations also advise 
pregnant women with HIV to take the drugs 
earlier and while breast-feeding. The agency 
also said countries should phase out the use of 
the commonly used AIDS drug stavudine be- 
cause of its toxic side effects. If countries with 
large outbreaks adopt the guidance, many 
more people could live longer, healthier lives, 
said Hiroki Nakatani, a top WHO official in a 
statement. 

Still, WHO’s advice raises questions about 
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how countries and donor agencies will pay for 
the lifelong AIDS treatment. About 4 million 
people worldwide are receiving AIDS drugs, 
but another 5 million are still waiting in line. 

It may also be difficult to convince HIV pa- 
tients to start the drugs sooner, when some may 
not have any AIDS symptoms. Putting more 
patients on the treatment for a longer period of 
time could encourage drug resistance. 

Ross said many AIDS programs in Africa 
are already struggling. He added there were 
anecdotal reports of clinics turning away new 
patients eligible for treatment because they 
didn’t have enough drugs to treat them. 

Some experts said the new WHO guidance 
could add billions to the cost of global AIDS 
programs. 

“WHO may be biting off more than they can 
chew,” said Philip Stevens, a director at Inter- 
national Policy Network, a London-based think 
tank. “I’m not sure how this will be possible to 
achieve, other than by cutting lots of corners.”

Activists protest Philippines attack

MANILA, Philippines — Some 
1,000 journalists and activists 
marched Monday in the capital to 
protest the massacre in the south- 
ern Philippines of 57 civilians, in- 
cluding at least 30 journalists and 
their staff in the world’s deadliest 
attack on the media. 

Clad mostly in black shirts and 
carrying a black mock coffin as 
well as placards calling for a stop 
to media killings, they demanded 
the arrest of all suspects in the 
Nov. 23 massacre in southern 
Maguindanao province. 

The massacre victims were ina 
convoy to cover a local politician’s 
filing of his intention to run for 
governor in the predominantly 
Muslim province when dozens 
of gunmen abducted and then 
butchered them on a nearby hill 
and buried them in mass graves. 
The candidate’s wife and sisters 
were among the dead. 

The carnage drew worldwide 


condemnation, including from 
U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon. It has also highlighted the 
violent factionalism that plagues 
the volatile region — and the 
deadly risks journalists take in 
covering it. 

Media watchdogs say it was the 
world’s deadliest single assault on 
journalists. 

The protesters marched to 
a bridge near the presidential 
palace. 

President Gloria Macapagal 
Arroyo’s spokesman Cerge Re- 
monde, a former radio broadcast- 
er, walked over to the protesters, 
whose path was blocked by barbed 
wires and police, to assure them 
the government was doing ev- 
erything to give justice to all the 
victims. 

But he was booed, heckled and 
hit by crumpled paper thrown by 
irate protesters. 

A representative of the Ma- 
laysia-based Confederation of 
ASEAN Journalists read a state- 
ment at the rally for CAJ Presi- 


dent Norila Daud, who urged 
Arroyo to use the full force of the 
Philippine judicial system to en- 
sure all suspects are immediately 
apprehended, whoever they may 
be and wherever they may be 
hiding. 

Arroyo said in a _ statement 
read by Remonde at a news con- 
ference after the rally that the 
country must rededicate itself “to 
freedom of the press, freedom of 
political expression, and freedom 
to vote free from fear of violence 
and intimidation.” 

“We must all join hands to 
strengthen our resolve that never 
again will rouge political leaders 
take the law into their hands and 
violate the law of the nation and 
the laws of God,” she added. 

The main suspect — Andal 
Ampatuan Jr., the son of a politi- 
cal warlord — has been detained 
in Manila and faces multiple mur- 
der charges. 

Remonde said the investigation 
continues and cases against other 
suspects are being pursued.

SEOUL, South Korea — South 
Korea’s navy rescued a North 
Korean soldier found in the wa- 
ters off the west coast and au- 
thorities were questioning him 
over whether he had been spying, 
an official said Monday. 

South Korea will decide how to 
handle the matter after the inves- 
tigation, an official at the Nation- 
al Intelligence Service said. He 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because of the investigation. 

The official didn’t provide fur- 
ther details, but South Korea’s 
Yonhap news agency reported 
the soldier ended up in South Ko- 
rean waters Sunday while fishing. 
Yonhap said he had asked to be 
sent back to the isolated North. 

The two Koreas technically 
remain in a state of war because 
their 1950-53 conflict ended in a 
truce. Their navies engaged in a 
brief but deadly gunbattle sever- 
al weeks ago off the west coast. 

North and South are divided 
by a heavily fortified land bor- 
der, but North Korea disputes the 
western maritime border drawn 
by the United Nations. 

The western waters, a prized 
fishing spot for both Koreas, 
have been the site of three bloody 
naval clashes in the past decade. 
One North Korean officer was 
killed and three others wounded 
in the latest gunfight, according 
to the South Korean military. 

Tensions on the Korean pen- 
insula have been high this year, 
with North Korea carrying out 
nuclear and missile tests. 

North Korea has reached out 
recently to Seoul and Washing- 
ton. President Barack Obama is 
to send a special envoy to Pyong- 
yang next week totry to entice the 
North to return to international 
nuclear disarmament talks.

a wooden chair, invit- 
ing all comers: “Ask an 
Atheist.” 

Whenever a student gets with- 
in a few feet, Anastasia Bodnar 
waves and smiles, trying to make 
a good first impression before 
eyes drift down to a word many 
Americans rank down there with 
“socialist.” 

Bodnar is the happy face of 
atheism at Iowa State University. 
Twice a week at this booth at a 
campus community center, the 
PhD student who spends most of 
her time researching genetically 
engineered corn takes questions 
and occasional abuse while try- 
ing to raise the profile of religious 
skepticism. 

“A lot of people on campus ei- 
ther don’t know we exist or are 
afraid of us or hate us,” said Bod- 
nar, president of the ISU Atheist 
and Agnostic Society. “People as- 
sume we’re rabble-rousing, when 
we’re one of the gentlest groups 
on campus.” 

As the stigma of atheism has 
diminished, campus atheists and 
agnostics are coming out of the 
closet, fueling a sharp rise in the 
number of clubs like the 10-year- 
old group at Iowa State. 

Campus affiliates of the Secular 
Student Alliance, a sort of God- 
less Campus Crusade for Christ, 
have increased from 80 in 2007 
to 100 in 2008 and 174 this fall, 
providing the atheist movement 
new training grounds for future 
leaders. In another sign of grow- 
ing acceptance, at least three uni- 
versities, including Harvard, now 
have humanist chaplains meeting 
the needs of the not-so-spiritual. 

With the growth has come soul- 
searching — or the atheist equiva- 
lent — about what secular campus 
groups should look like. It’s part 
of a broader self-examination in

the atheist movement triggered 
by the rise of the so-called “new 
atheists,” best-selling authors 
who denigrate religion and blame 
it for the world’s ills. 

Should student atheist groups 
go it alone or build bridges with 
Christian groups? Organize po- 
litical protests or quiet discussion 
groups? Adopt the militant pos- 
ture of the new atheists? Or wave 
and smile? 


As teenagers move into young 
adulthood, some leave God be- 
hind. But not in huge numbers. 

More than three-quarters of 
young adults taking part in the 
National Study of Youth and Re- 
ligion profess a belief in God. But 
almost 7 percent fewer believe in 
God as young adults (ages 18 to 
23) than did as teenagers, accord- 
ing to the study, which is tracking 
the same group of young people 


as they mature. 

What young adults are less 
likely to believe in is religion. The 
number of those who describe 
themselves as “not religious” 
nearly doubled, to 27 percent, in 
young adulthood. 

Growing hostility toward re- 
ligion was found, too. About 1 in 
10 young adults are “irreligious” 
— or actively against religion 
— after virtually none of them fit 


that description as teenagers. 

At Iowa State, most of the club’s 
roughly 30 members are “for- 
mer” somethings, mostly Chris- 
tians. Many stress that their lives 
are guided not by anti-religious- 
ness, but belief in science, logic 
and reason. 

“The goal,” said Andrew Sev- 
erin, a PhD student in biophysics, 
“should be to obtain inner peace 
for yourself and do random acts 
of kindness for strangers.” 

Severin calls himself a “spiri- 
tual atheist.” He doesn’t believe 
in God or the supernatural but 
thinks experiences like medita- 
tion or brushes with nature can 
produce biochemical reactions 
that feel spiritual. 

When the ISU club began in 
1999, it was mostly a discussion 
group. But it soon became clear 
that young people who leave or- 
ganized religion miss something: 
a sense of community. So the 
group added movie and board- 
game nights and, more recently, 
twice-monthly Sunday brunches 
to the calendar. 

“It’s nice to be around people 
who aren’t going to bash me for 
believing in nothing,” said Brice- 
lyn Rector, a freshman from 
Sioux City who, like others, de- 
scribed community as the club’s 
greatest asset. 

Members also seek to en- 
gage their peers at Iowa State, a 
28,000-student science and tech- 
nology school where the student 
body leans conservative. There’s 
a “Brews and Views” night at a 
local coffee house and talks by 
visiting speakers common to any 
college campus. 

“This is not a group of angry 
atheists. It’s a group of very ex- 
uberant atheists,’ said faculty 
sponsor Hector Avalos, a secu- 
lar humanist and well-known 
Biblical scholar who used to be 
a Pentecostal preacher. “Their 
primary aim is not to destroy the 
faith of Christians on campus. It’s 
more live and let live.”

‘New Moon’ still 
filling theaters 


bY doer ata and werewolves continued to howl 
at the box office with a $42.5 million week- 
end for “The Twilight Saga: New Moon.” 

Summit Entertainment’s “Twilight” sequel 
remained No. 1 over what proved a record 
Thanksgiving weekend for Hollywood. But 
“New Moon” was nearly blind-sided for the top 
spot by a real-life football drama. 

“The Blind Side” had a great second weekend 
with $40.1 million coming in at No. 2 just be- 
hind “New Moon.” Released by Warner Bros., 
the inspirational story of Baltimore Ravens 
tackle Michael Oher stars Sandra Bullock as 
a woman whose wealthy family takes in the 
homeless teen and enrolls him in private school. 

New wide releases like Disney’s family com- 
edy “Old Dogs had so-so results this weekend. 

The movie stars Robin Williams and John 
Travolta as single guys forced to mind 7-year- 
old twins one of them never knew he had fa- 
thered. It came in at No. 4 with $16.8 million for 
the three-day weekend and $24.1 million since 
opening Wednesday. 

The Warner Bros. action tale “Ninja Assas- 
sin” opened at No. 6 with $13.1 million over the 
weekend and $21 million since Wednesday. 

The movie features Korean pop star Rain 
and Naomie Harris in a thriller about a hit man 
on the run from his assassination clan. 

“Fantastic Mr. Fox,” the 20th Century Fox 
animated comedy with a voice cast led by 
George Clooney, expanded to nationwide re- 
lease and pulled in $7 million to finish at No. 9. 

“New Moon” raised its domestic total to 
$230.7 million after just 10 days. That’s nearly 
$40 million more than the first movie, last 
year’s “Twilight,” took in during its entire 20- 
week run. 

The movie’s worldwide gross stands at $473.7 
million.

Rogen relies on Jewish wit

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Director taps Clooney to bring foxy life to stop-action film 


ike a gifted child at playtime, 

filmmaker Wes Anderson 

is one to marvel over his 

cinematic toys — a fertile 
imagination giddy with trains, hy- 
droplanes and foreign automobiles. 
Many of his trademark preoccupa- 
tions travel through his first movie, 
“Bottle Rocket,” straight through 
2007’s “The Darjeeling Limited.” 

Anderson, though, well knows that 
his vehicles and curios and even wry- 
wit scripts alone do not transport 
the audience. To accomplish that, 
you have to hire smart. Enter right, 
George Clooney. 

“That’s one thing: I wanted to cast 
him,” says Anderson, speaking from 
New York shortly before his animated 
film, “Fantastic Mr. Fox” — based on 
Roald Dahl’s beloved tale — opened 
in the U.S. “I’ve loved his work in 
so many movies.” Off the top of his 
head, Anderson cites “Three Kings,” 
“Michael Clayton,” even a memorable 
episode of “ER.” 

After two fairly tepidly received 
films (“Darjeeling” and “The Life 
Aquatic With Steve Zissou’’), the 
director landed the actor to voice 
the title role of the thieving, charm- 
ing volpone. But even after casting 
Clooney, Anderson did 
not fully appreciate what 
a fantastic fox he had. 

That realization 
came after some of the 
voice stars — includ- 
ing Anderson regulars 
Bill Murray and Jason 
Schwartzman — head- 
ed to their friends’ farm 
to record lines in the 
atmospheric outdoors. 

It was there Clooney 
— veteran of suave, 
talky con men — lent 
his textured talents. 


“When we went and 

recorded on the farm 
in Connecticut, I got 
documentary recording 
of some of these roles,” 
says Anderson. “The 
thing I did not realize 
— until only afterward, 

when I went to the 


cutting room — was how much he 
brings to the performance and how 
much we'd already gotten. For the 
animators, these voices are their key 
inspiration.” 

The Oscar-winning Clooney voices 
a bushy-tailed burglar who settles 
down into duller life as a family 
man-fox and newspaper columnist 
before his midlife crisis, in fox years, 
compels him to filch again from 
three menacing farmers. Anderson, 
who expanded Dahl’s story consider- 
ably, says “Fox” was the first book he 
owned — at least the first one he ever 
wrote his name in. Now, critics are 
saying the director, stylistically, has 
made the story his own — with droll 
irony and cultural reference points 
galore, the Andersonian signature is 
all over it. 

The filmmaker says he was 
inspired, too, by Meryl Streep, who 
voices Mr. Fox’s wife, Felicity (a nod 
to Dahl’s second wife). 

“T recorded with her in Paris,” 
says Anderson. “And I felt like she 
actually changed my approach to the 
movie. She brought so much emotion 

The Streep sessions were part of 
the continual stoking of the film’s

potential. Anderson co-wrote the 
screenplay — with “The Squid and 
the Whale” director Noah Baumbach 
— after being inspired by a pilgrim- 
age to Gipsy House, Dahl’s home in 
Buckinghamshire, England, in 2000. 

“It was muggy and gray and 
colorless — the house wasn’t, but 
the landscape was. ... The place was 
fascinating,” says Anderson, noting 
Dahl (who’s gifted Hollywood with 
Willy Wonka and “James and the 
Giant Peach”) is a hero of his. 

“Fox” has a striking palette — it’s 
a literal movable feast of autumnal 
tones, a Thanksgiving pageant of 
true-fur textures and watercolor 
skies. 

True to his rep, a demanding 
Anderson says he sweated every 
stop-motion detail of his warm-eyed 
woodland figurines, which he affec- 
tionately calls “puppets.”

’*m not so sure I like my friends 
anymore. 
I used to like them — honest. We’d 
have lunch, talk on the phone or ex- 
change e-mails, and they all seemed nor- 
mal enough.

On Facebook, how- 
ever, he’s a teenager, constantly threaten- 
ing to drive drunk or blow stuff up with 
fireworks. He also suffers from self-in- 
duced stomach ailments. He posts pictures 
of a huge and dangerous meal, predicts the 
worst and then documents the fallout in a 
follow-up post. The acronym TMI was in- 
vented for Arty’s gastric-distress updates. 

Liz is positive the H1N1 vaccine will kill 
us all and that we should avoid it. Chris 
likes to post at least 20 times a day on every 
site he can find, so I get to read his thoughts 
twice, once on Facebook and once on Twit- 
ter. Ed can’t go to bed at night without let- 
ting us all know what he’s accomplished 
that day — which is usually the same thing 
he accomplished the day before and will 
accomplish the next day. 

In real life, I don’t see these sides of 
people. Face to face, my friends edit them- 
selves, showing me their best. They’re 
nice, smart people, and there’s a give-and- 
take to normal conversations. They don’t 
talk incessantly about their work. They 
don’t point fingers with Glenn Beck bluster 
or sound like crazy callers on talk radio.

But face to Facebook, my friends are like 
a blind date gone horribly wrong, one in 
which you sit there listening while the per- 
son on the other side of the table blathers 
on, pretty much forgetting you exist and 
not always making the best impression. 

And yet I’m hooked on Facebook. I sign 
on several times a day. Facebook is like 
hearing your neighbors bicker through a 
thin apartment wall or watching charac- 
ters on reality TV self-destruct. The voy- 
euristic appeal is addicting. I don’t want 
to know the dumb side of my friends, just 
like I don’t really care about Jon and Kate 
Gosselin’s marital problems. But I can’t get 
any of it out of my life. 

Sometimes, my friends aren’t stu- 
pid, they’re just boring, Keeping all of us 
abreast of the minutiae of their day. “I’m 
tired,” they’ll write. That’s it. That’s the 
whole update. (Hmm, maybe more sleep 
and less “Mafia Wars,” I think, but I keep 
my hands off the keyboard.) And they egg 
each other on. “I have a headache,” some- 
one will write. “Why don’t you take some 
Motrin?” suggests a commenter. (Sounds 
like a good idea to me; maybe I should sec- 
ond it.) Interior thoughts become exterior 
on a regular basis. “Today I’m glad to be 
alive,” someone will post, even though they 
rarely talk like that. Then others chime in: 
“Me, too.” Often, all is well in the land of 
Facebook. Mundane but well. 

I’ve yet to post a status update myself, 
or comment on anyone else’s. Is there any 
reason to think I’d come off as any smarter? 
Any less self-absorbed? Any less boring? 
It’s not so much that I censor myself when 
I talk to my friends, but I generally make a 
conscious effort not to alienate them. 

Still, I’m left with a dilemma. Who is my 
real friend? Is it the Liz I have lunch with ... 
or the anti-vaccine lunatic on Facebook? Is 
it the guy who understands business better 
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than anyone I know ... or the case of arrest- 
ed development who repelled the Yakuza 
in “Mafia Wars”? Is it the Fred I can grab 
a sandwich with ... or the Fred who weeps 
if he’s at a party and the wine isn’t up to his 
standards? 

I know too much about them. Lunch with 
them is like meeting Eliot Spitzer and try- 
ing to keep the hooker out of my mind. 

And what do they think of me? The guy 
who lurks online, afraid to reveal the sim- 
plest fact about himself while judging oth- 
ers and making fun of their comments? I 
probably don’t seem like much of a prize 
either.

And no idea that’s 
just what collect calls from pay 
phones cost in the mobile age. 

Barbara James gladly accepted 
the call from client Pat Devine, 84, 
who said she was running late and 
called from a pay phone because 
her cell phone had died. 

James’ bill from Network Com- 
munications International showed 
about $37 for the quick call, about 
$5 in regulatory fees and taxes, 
and about $3 for a “billing cost re- 
covery fee.” 

NCIC president Bill Pope said 
the tiny number of collect calls 
makes such prices inevitable. 


‘Sidewalk Santas’ get 
dropped due to economy 


NEW YORK — The 

economy has taken a toll 
on a New York tradition: the “Side- 
walk Santas” who collected money 
for the poor on Manhattan’s Fifth 
Avenue. 

The 107-year-old program has 
gone online for the second year in 
a row.

Windward Oahu to lose 
last private bowling alley 


[ § KAILUA — The only non- 
188 military bowling alley on 
Windward Oahu is shutting down, 
meaning avid bowlers on that side 
of the island will have to travel 20 
miles or more each way to indulge 
in the sport. 

The owners of Pali Lanes in 
Kailua plan to close the venerable 
alley two weeks before its 50-year 
lease is up. General Manager Jean 
Tamala said the alley is no longer 
financially feasible because fewer 
leagues are signing up to compete 
in the bad economy. 

The closure will leave Oahu with 
only two private bowling alleys, 
Aiea Bowl in Aiea and Leeward 
Bowl in Pearl City. Civilians can 
use the lanes at the Marine Corps 
base in Kaneohe Bay, but some 
regular bowlers say gaining access 
to the base is time-consuming.

Irish fire coach after promising season turns sour

SOUTH BEND, Ind. — Notre 
Dame fired coach Charlie Weis 
on Monday after a string of disap- 
pointing seasons that was capped 
by an agonizing four-game losing 
streak. 

Athletic director Jack 
Swarbrick announced the deci- 
sion, saying in a news release: 
“We have great expectations for 
our football program, and we 
have not been able to meet those 
expectations.” 

Swarbrick said he recom- 
mended to university president 
the Rev. John Jenkins on Sunday 
night that Weis be let go with six 
years left on his contract. Weis 
leaves his alma mater with a 35- 
27 record in five seasons, among 
the worst of any Irish coach. 

Assistant head coach Rob 
Ianello will step in for Weis until 
a new coach is hired. 

After winning six of eight 
games this season, the losing 
streak began with the second 
upset loss to Navy in three years. 
Then came losses to Pittsburgh 
and Connecticut, the latter in dou- 
ble overtime. When Stanford beat

Notre Dame 45-38 in the season 
finale, it seemed inevitable Weis 
would be gone. 

Speculation about possible re- 
placements for Weis has been 
rampant for weeks. Among the 
top names, Florida’s Urban Meyer 
and Oklahoma’s Bob Stoops al- 
ready have said they plan to stay 
where they are. 

Speaking during a conference 
call Monday, Stoops said: “I’m 
going to be at Oklahoma next 
year, so I can’t be at two places at 
once.” 

Cincinnati’s Brian Kelly has 
also been mentioned, along with 
Stanford’s Jim Harbaugh and 
TCU’s Gary Patterson. 

A brash offensive coordina- 
tor with the NFL champion New 
England Patriots when he was 
hired, Weis raised Irish expec- 
tations with appearances in BCS 
bowl games in each of his first 
two seasons. 

Since then, though, one of the 
nation’s storied football programs 
has gone 16-21, the most losses 
ever by the Irish over a three- 
year span. 

Weis’ record is worse than that 
of his two predecessors, Tyrone 
Willingham and Bob Davie, who 


also were fired. Notre Dame will 
be looking for its fifth coach this 
decade. 

Weis has six years left on a 
10-year contract signed midway 
through his first season, just after 
a thriller against top-ranked USC 
that ended in a 34-31 loss. 

The way that game played out 
served as a model for the Weis 
era. Clinging to a 31-28 lead with 
less than 2 minutes to play, Notre 
Dame allowed the Trojans to con- 
vert on a fourth-and-9 from their 
26. That ultimately set up a quar- 
terback sneak by Matt Leinhart 
in the waning seconds for the 
winning score. 

What made Weis’ fall worse 
for fans was that it began with so 
much promise. He came to Notre 
Dame brimming with confidence 
after serving as offensive coordi- 
nator for three-time Super Bowl 
champion New England. 

The first two seasons under 
Weis produced more victories 
(19) than any other Notre Dame 
coach, including Knute Rockne, 
Frank Leahy and Ara Parseghi- 
an. Both seasons, though, ended 
with BCS bowl losses. 

“T really haven’t done anything 
yet,” Weis said after his second

season, little knowing that he had 
already reached the high point of 
his tenure. 

With Brady Quinn, Jeff Sa- 
mardzija and other key players 
gone in 2007, the Irish went 0-5 
for the first time in school history 
and finished 3-9, leaving Weis 
one loss shy of matching Davie’s 
school record of 16 losses in his 
first three seasons. 

Most shocking, though, was the 
fact the Irish finished last in the 
NCAA in total offense just three 
years after Weis said during his 
introductory news conference that 
when it comes to X’s and O’s “we 
have the greatest advantage.” 

The past two seasons the Irish 
have collapsed in November. They 


were 5-2 in 2008 before going 1-4 
down the stretch. This time they 
ended the season with four tough 
losses. 

Notre Dame fans who celebrat- 
ed Weis’ cockiness when he was 
winning grew tired of his Jersey 
attitude when the Irish started 
losing, with many calling him 
arrogant. His biggest failure, 
however, was his team’s inability 
to play good defense. The Irish 
never finished higher than 39th 
in the country in defense and 
gave up big play after big play. 

Weis appeared to know his fir- 
ing was imminent, saying a day 
after the loss to Connecticut on 
Nov. 21 that he would have a hard 
time arguing against his firing.

The contract extension ap- 
parently had been held up by a 
previous sponsorship deal of Pat- 
rick’s and a restructuring of An- 
dretti Autosport, which last week 
changed its name from Andretti 
Green Racing when Andretti be- 
came sole owner. 

Patrick became the first 
woman to win an IndyCar Series 
race when she captured the 2008 
Japan Indy 300. She also was the 
first woman to lead the Indianap- 
olis 500 (2005) and finished third 
at Indy last May. 

Patrick’s new deal runs through 
2012.

Nets fire Frank hours 
before 17th straight loss 


LOS ANGELES — The win- 
less New Jersey Nets fired coach 
Lawrence Frank on Sunday, sev- 
eral hours before they matched 
the worst record in NBA history 
with their 17th straight loss. 

Assistant Tom Barrise tem- 
porarily replaced Frank, but the 
Nets remained O-for-the-season 
with a 106-87 loss to the defending 
champion Los Angeles Lakers. 

Frank’s 225 victories are the 
most in franchise history, and he 
had a career .500 record before 
this disastrous, injury-plagued 
season. He also was the longest- 
tenured coach in the Eastern 
Conference, but his steady work 
couldn’t repair a trade-depleted 
roster featuring eight players 
who already have missed mul- 
tiple games with injuries. 

Frank, from Teaneck, N.J., 
replaced Byron Scott in Janu- 
ary 2004 and began his career 
with a 13-game winning streak, 
the best coaching start in league 
history. Frank led the Nets to the 
playoffs in four straight seasons 
from 2004-07, but New Jersey 
missed the playoffs the past two 
seasons, finishing each with a 34- 
48 record. 


WADA OKs passport program 


LONDON — After years of 
discussion and development, the 
World Anti-Doping Agency said 


Monday it would begin a global 
program to monitor athletes’ 
blood profiles for evidence of 
cheating. 

Meeting in Stockholm this week 
to mark its 10th anniversary, 
WADA was expected to ratify the 
biological passport system under 
consideration since 2002. 

The project involves collecting 
and storing athletes’ blood sam- 
ples and monitoring them over 
time for any variations that could 
indicate doping — without an ac- 
tual positive test. 

WADA has completed the pro- 
tocols for a program it hopes can 
be adopted by federations and 
countries around the world. The 
passport system will be up for 
approval Wednesday by WADA’s 
foundation board. 


Churchill Downs to stage 
three-day music festival 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Churchill 
Downs, the home of the Kentucky 
Derby, will host such music stars 
including Bon Jovi and Kenny 
Chesney during a three-day fes- 
tival that officials hope can boost 
the track’s income. 

The track announced Monday 
that the festival will feature some 
65 bands playing everything 
from classic rock to country to 
bluegrass. 

Officials with Churchill Downs 
Inc., the race track’s parent com- 
pany, said the “HullabaLOU” 
festival would be staged July 
23-25. Five stages will be set up 
throughout the sprawling 147- 


acre facility. If it’s successful, it 
could become an annual event. 

The Rolling Stones and other 
huge rock ’n’ roll acts have played 
at the track in recent years to 
augment its income from horse 
racing.

after firing Frank

LOS ANGELES — When the 
New Jersey Nets finally reached 
an inauspicious NBA record, the 
Staples Center’s public address 
announcer let the crowd know all 
about it. 

At least he had the tact to wait 
until the Nets were out of earshot 
after their 17th straight loss. 

The undermanned, undertal- 
ented Nets matched the worst 
start to an NBA season Sunday 
night, with Kobe Bryant scoring 
30 points in the Los Angeles Lak- 
ers’ 106-87 victory. 

A few hours after New Jersey 
fired coach Lawrence Frank, the 
Nets had little prayer of keep- 
ing up with the defending league 
champions, who won their sixth 
straight game. Despite appar- 
ently playing hard for temporary 
head coach Tom Barrise, New 
Jersey fell behind by 27 points in 
the first half and went into history 
with yet another whimper. 

“T wish I could explain it,” said 
New Jersey guard Chris Douglas- 
Roberts, who only lost 10 games 
in his three collegiate seasons 
at Memphis. “There’s not really 
anything good out of this. I try 
to stay positive, but it’s extreme- 
ly hard to stay positive. All the 
things going on, it’s depressing.” 

The Nets were in the locker 
room, shaking their heads and 
packing for an uncertain trip 
home, before the crowd was told 
New Jersey’s 0-17 start matched 
the 1988-89 Miami Heat and the 
1999 Los Angeles Clippers in 
hoops futility. 

“You have four-game _ losing 
streaks, three-game losing streaks, 
and you can deal with that,” said 
Barrise, whose tenure might last 
just one game. “When you go a 
whole month, you wake up and you 
feel it. You honestly do feel it.” 

New Jersey must beat the Dal- 
las Mavericks back home in East 
Rutherford on Wednesday night 
— perhaps while playing for the 
club’s third coach in three games 
— to avoid sole possession of an 
embarrassing NBA record. 

“T don’t want to be associated 
with it,” said Devin Harris, who 
scored 16 points for the Nets. 
“That’s one record you don’t ever 
want to be a part of.” 

The NBA’s lowest-scoring and 
worst-shooting team lived up to 
its dire statistics, managing just 
60 points on 38.7-percent shooting 
in the first three periods before a 
strong fourth quarter against Los 
Angeles’ reserves. 

Celtics 92, Heat 85: At Miami, 
Kevin Garnett scored 24 points on 
11-for-12 shooting and Ray Allen 
delivered the big blow with a three- 
pointer with 1:38 left for Boston. 

Paul Pierce scored 15 points 
and Kendrick Perkins finished 
with 14 points and 13 rebounds 
for the Celtics, who won their 
fourth straight. 

Dwyane Wade scored 27 points 
and Michael Beasley added 18 for 
Miami.

NEW YORK — After a week- 
end when all the national cham- 
pionship contenders stayed 
undefeated, the BCS standings 
were unchanged. 

Florida was first, Alabama sec- 
ond and Texas third Sunday. 

Florida will play Alabama in 
the Southeastern Conference 
championship Saturday for one 
spot in the BCS national title 
game. Texas can earn the other 
spot with a victory over Nebraska 
in the Big 12 title game. 

The BCS bids go out Sunday, 
Dec. 6. 

Hoping for a Texas loss are 
fourth-place TCU, which finished 
its regular season 12-0, and fifth- 
place Cincinnati (12-0), which 
can boost its ranking by beat- 
ing Pittsburgh for the Big East 
championship. 

Sixth-place Boise State (12-0) 
will be rooting for Texas. The 
Broncos play New Mexico State 
and likely need the Longhorns to 
beat Nebraska to ensure them- 
selves an at-large BCS berth. 

Florida had an easy time run- 
ning its record to 12-0, beating 
archrival Florida State 37-10 on 
Saturday. 

Earlier in the week, Alabama 
and Texas had to struggle to get 
to 12-0. The Crimson Tide rallied 
late to beat Auburn 26-21 and the 
Longhorns won a wild 49-39 deci- 
sion over Texas A&M. 

Now all three are a victory 
away from a date in the Rose 
Bowl on Jan. 7 with the national 
championship on the line. 

It’s practically a repeat of last 
season’s championship week- 
end, when Florida and Alabama 
played what amounted to a na- 
tional semifinal in Atlanta and 
Oklahoma needed to win the Big

satisfied,” Saban said. “They al- 
ways want to accomplish more 
and achieve more and they are 
very committed to that standard 
of excellence. This team is going 
to have an opportunity again to do 
something that last year’s team 
didn’t get done. ... ’m extremely 
proud of what we’ve been able to 
accomplish this year.” 

Ingram, the SEC’s leading 
rusher, bruised a hip against the 
Tigers and sat out most of the 
game-winning drive. But Saban 
said he expects him to be healthy 
against Florida. 

“TI think he’ll be fine,’ Saban 
said. “We don’t think he has a sig- 
nificant problem. Those things 
are a little bit painful, especially 
when you first get them. It was 
late in the game when it happened 
and he never really had an op- 
portunity to go back in. But we’ll 
see more tomorrow [Monday] and 
how he moves around in practice.

NEW YORK — Only once be- 
fore has The Associated Press 
college basketball poll changed 
as much as it did Monday.

The only time seven new teams 
entered the poll was Dec. 13, 1955, 
when it was still a Top 20. 

Florida, No. 17 Gonzaga and 
No. 21 Florida State were all 
ranked last season. No. 19 Texas 
A&M was last rated in 2007-08, 
No. 24 UNLV in 2006-07 and No. 
22 Cincinnati in 2005-06. 

Then there’s Portland. The Pi- 
lots (5-1) burst onto the national 
scene with a 74-47 dismantling 
of UCLA in the first round of the 
76 Classic, followed by a 61-56 
semifinal victory over then-No. 
22 Minnesota and an 84-66 loss to 
West Virginia in the title game. 

“This basically just confirms 
the progress we’re making. It’s 
not an accomplishment in and of 
itself,’ Reveno said.

“We are so proud of the way he played,” Roeth- 
lisberger said of Dixon after the Baltimore Ravens 
beat Pittsburgh 20-17 in overtime Sunday night. 
“The Ravens found out what we’ve known all along: 
He’s a very good quarterback.” 

Dixon threw a 33-yard touchdown pass to Santo- 
nio Holmes and ran for a score. But when forced to 
work overtime, Dixon’s first turnover of the game 
— an interception by rookie Paul Kruger — set up 
the game-winning field goal by Billy Cundiff. 

Roethlisberger was held out because of a concus- 
sion he received in a game against Kansas City one 
week earlier. He practiced for much of the week, but 
a decision was made Saturday to make him the third 
quarterback. 

“T wanted to go out and play. But the doctors told 
me it wasn’t a good decision,” Roethlisberger said. 

Because backup quarterback Charlie Batch broke 
his left wrist in a relief role against the Chiefs, the 
Steelers had no choice but to start Dixon, who had 
previously attempted only one pass in an NFL game 
over two seasons. 

Dixon went 12-for-26 for 145 yards and one very 
costly interception. 

“T feel it went very well, as far as an offense, as far 
as a whole,” the former Oregon star said. “Unfortu- 
nately, we came up short.” 

Steelers coach Mike Tomlin said, “I like his de- 
meanor throughout it all. He made some plays. I 
thought he represented himself relatively well.” 

The defending NFL champion Steelers (6-5) have 
lost three straight, their longest skid since a three- 
game run in 2006. 

“We will not go gently,” Tomlin said. “We won’t 
go in a Shell. We’re going to go into attack mode, be- 
cause that’s what’s required.” 

Down in the fourth quarter and in danger of fall- 
ing below .500 for the first time this season, the 
Ravens (6-5) got back in the playoff picture with a 
much-needed victory. 

“It sets us up for a five-game season right now,” 
running back Ray Rice said. 

Playing in place of injured linebacker Terrell 
Suggs, Kruger picked off Dixon’s pass and returned 
it 26 yards to the Pittsburgh 28. Six plays later, 
Cundiff kicked a 29-yard field goal with 6:42 left in 
overtime. 

“To be a part of that victory is huge for me,” said 
Kruger, a rookie playing in only his fourth game. “It 
was a designed blitz. I was the dropper. I just hap- 
pened to be at the right place at the right time.” 

Dixon said, “It was a situation where they were

disguising the blitz throughout the whole game. We 
saw it. I basically tried to trust my instincts. The guy 
made a good play.” 

Baltimore quarterback Joe Flacco completed 23 
of 35 passes for 289 yards and a touchdown despite 
playing with a heavily taped ankle. 

“You have to be ready to play 60 minutes. Today 
we played more than that,” Flacco said. “It feels 
good. It’s what we needed. Against these guys, it’s 
even bigger.” 

The game was a rematch of last season’s AFC 
championship, when the Steelers completed a three- 
game sweep of the Ravens with a 24-13 victory. 

Dixon ran for a touchdown on a third-and-5 from 
the Baltimore 24 to give the Steelers their first lead, 
17-14, with 6:24 left in the fourth quarter. 

But the Ravens came back. Facing a fourth-and-5 
from his own 46, Flacco completed a 44-yard pass 
to Rice to set up a 24-yard field goal by Cundiff with 
1:51 to go. 

Cundiff came up short on a 56-yard try on the 
final play of regulation.

Last-second TD pass lifts Titans

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Kenny 
Britt caught the pass and jumped 
to his feet — only to be stripped of 
the ball with time ticking away. 

No worries. On the next drive, 
Vince Young gave the rookie a 
chance for redemption, and he 
came through by leaping up to 
grab Young’s 10-yard pass at the 
back of the end zone as time ex- 
pired to cap the Tennessee Titans’ 
stunning rally to a 20-17 victory 
over the Arizona Cardinals on 
Sunday. 

“Emotions — there’s really no 
words for it,” Britt said. “Every- 
body is just so happy. You see 
people with the expressions that 
you didn’t see around here for a 
long time. It just feels so special 
to be in the locker room with 
those fellas.” 

The catch capped an 18-play, 
99-yard drive that used up the 
final 2 minutes, 37 seconds on the 
clock and kept the Titans on their 
historic rebound from an 0-6 start 
with their fifth straight victory. 

They did it with Young beating 
Matt Leinart in the first profes- 
sional game between the first two 
quarterbacks taken in the 2006 
draft. And it felt eerily reminis- 
cent of the BCS national cham- 
pionship in January 2006 when 
Young and the Texas Longhorns 
beat Leinart and Souther Califor- 
nia with another late drive. 
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Young threw for a career-high 
387 yards. He converted three 
fourth downs on the drive, two to 
Britt — including the TD catch. 

“Tt was hard, but it really took 
a lot of patience and confidence,” 
Young said. 

Young has won nine straight 
starts, including the past five 
since he replaced Kerry Collins, 
and now is 23-11 as a starter. But 
this easily was his most impres- 
sive game since 2006, when he 
was the NFL’s Offensive Rookie 
of the Year. 

“He kept his poise, and he was 
confident,’ Titans coach Jeff 
Fisher said. “He just had that 
thing about him.” 

Leinart was making his first 
start since Oct. 7, 2007, because 
Kurt Warner had problems with 
his eyes. The Cardinals (7-4) sat 
Warner in case the problem is 
concussion-related, and Leinart 
threw for 220 yards. He drove 
the Cardinals to Tim Hightower’s 
6-yard TD run for a 17-13 lead in 
the fourth quarter. 

Nearly lost in the amazing fin- 
ish was Chris Johnson’s record- 
setting performance. The Titans 
running back matched the NFL 
mark held by Earl Campbell 
(1980) and Eric Dickerson (1984) 
by running for at least 125 yards 
in his sixth straight game. 

Johnson finished with 18 car- 
ries for 154 yards, but didn’t touch 
the ball on the final drive.

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Minnesota QB

MINNEAPOLIS — For years, opposing 
defenses have crammed near the line of 
scrimmage and dared the Minnesota Vi- 
kings to beat them through the air. 

With Brett Favre at the helm, this year’s 
Vikings have a simple response: “Bring it 
on.” 

Favre completed 32 of 48 passes for a 
season-high 392 yards and three touch- 
downs, and the Vikings intercepted Jay 
Cutler twice in a 36-10 victory over the 
Chicago Bears on Sunday. 

It was the fourth time in 11 games this 
season that the Vikings (10-1) have at- 
tempted at least 31 passes. That’s not ex- 
actly what Favre was told while Vikings 
guard Steve Hutchinson was courting him 
this summer. 

“He said I’ll come in, hand off to Adrian 
(Peterson), throw it 15-20 times a game, 
maybe,” said Favre, who matched former 
Vikings defensive lineman Jim Marshall 
for the NFL non-kicker record of 282 
straight games played. “I thought that 
sounded good. I didn’t believe it. Haven’t 
had any games like that.” 

Favre threw the ball 46 times in a victo- 
ry over San Francisco in Week 3, 31 times 
against Green Bay the following week and 
50 times at Pittsburgh on Oct. 25. In the

process, the Vikings have morphed from 
arun-first offense into a high-flying aerial 
show. 

“T think people are starting to look at our 
receivers like they do at Adrian Peterson as 
a force to be reckoned with,” Favre said. 

The Bears, like every other defense to 
face the Vikings this season, focused on 
stopping Peterson early on Sunday. And 
Favre picked them apart just as he’s done 
to every other unit. 

Chicago held Peterson to 35 yards on 11 
carries in the first half, prompting coach 
Brad Childress to tell offensive coordina- 


tor Darrell Bevell to open things up. 

“You can’t smash your head against the 
wall,” Childress said. 

Favre responded by completing 20 of 31 
throws for 256 yards and three TDs to give 
Minnesota a 24-7 lead at the break. Favre 
threw scoring passes to Percy Harvin, who 
had six catches for 101 yards, Chester Tay- 
lor and Visanthe Shiancoe in the second 
quarter. 

“Great player. Hall of Fame player that 
played that way today,” Bears coach Lovie 
Smith said. “But you have to say that we 
didn’t meet the challenge that he and the 
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Vikings faced today. Simple as that.” 

Cutler and the Bears (4-7) just could 
not keep up. They were outgained 537-169, 
earned eight first downs to Minnesota’s 32 
and managed a measly 2 yards of total of- 
fense on 12 plays in the second half. 

As excited as Vikings fans were when 
Favre walked through the door in August, 
so too were Bears fans when Chicago ac- 
quired Cutler from Denver in a trade. But 
it hasn’t gone nearly as well, with Cut- 
ler already setting a career high with 20 
interceptions. 

He completed 18 of 23 passes for 147 
yards and a touchdown to Johnny Knox. 
But he was intercepted by Cedric Griffin 
in the end zone and had a pass tipped in the 
air and picked off by Jared Allen, who also 
had two sacks. 

“Tt’s tough, with as good a football team 
that I think we have in here, to go out week 
after week and not live up to our own ex- 
pectations,” Cutler said. “That’s the tough 
part.” 

The Bears have lost four in a row and six 
out of seven to plummet out of contention 
in the NFC North. 

“IT think pride is going to become an 
issue here,’ Bears defensive end Alex 
Brown said. “It’s going to be heart, pride 
and who really enjoys playing the game of 
football.” 

Peterson finished with 85 yards and a 
touchdown on 25 carries. He was held to 
3.4 yards per attempt and had two more 
fumbles, but it mattered little with Favre 
completing at least five passes to five dif- 
ferent receivers. 

“You go into a game and you want to stop 
Adrian and you say you'll take your chanc- 
es and see if Brett Favre can beat us and he 
did,” Brown said. “He threw for a bunch of 
yards today and a bunch of touchdowns.” 


Chargers defense leads way in rout of Chiefs

SAN DIEGO — It was a play 
that seemed to sum up the 
afternoon. 

San Diego Chargers safety 
Paul Oliver suddenly found the 
ball in his hands after Matt Cas- 
sel of the Kansas City Chiefs had 
it slip out of his. Oliver bobbled it 
a few times, held on, then ran 40 
yards into the end zone. 

“Tt bounced right to me,” Oli- 
ver said. “It was about as easy of 
a play as you can make.” 

The Chargers converted four 
turnovers into scores in a 43-14 
victory over Kansas City on Sun- 
day to run their winning streak to 
six games. 

LaDainian Tomlinson scored 
two touchdowns and moved into 
10th on the NFL’s career rush- 
ing list. Philip Rivers threw two 
touchdown passes to Antonio 
Gates as the AFC West-leading 
Chargers improved to 8-3. 

The Chiefs (3-8) lost a week 
after stunning the defending 
Super Bowl champion Pittsburgh 
Steelers in overtime. 

The Chargers’ victory came 
courtesy of a defense that domi- 
nated despite losing outside line-

backer Shawne Merriman to a 
foot injury in the second quarter. 
Cornerback Quentin Jammer 
had an interception and forced 
a fumble, and Brandon Siler and 
rookie Larry English also recov- 
ered fumbles. 


Tomlinson began the day 12th 
on the all-time list with 12,218 
yards. He passed Marcus Allen 
(12,243) on a 5-yard carry in the 
first quarter and Edgerrin James 
(12,246) on an 8-yard run in the 
second. 


Tomlinson had 39 yards on 13 
carries, giving him 12,257 for his 
career. Up next is Marshall Faulk 
in ninth with 12,279 yards. 

Kansas City’s fourth turnover 
came early in the third quarter 
when a shotgun snap went over 
Cassel’s head on third-and-1 from 
the Chiefs 31 and was recovered 
by English at the 10. Tomlinson 
scored on a 3-yard run two plays 
later to make it 35-7. 

San Diego’s first touchdown, 
a 19-yard pass from Rivers to 
Gates, was set up by Jammer’s 
interception. Gates had seven 
catches for 118 yards. 

The only San Diego TD that 
didn’t come after a turnover was 
Tomlinson’s 1-yard run early in 
the second quarter. That one was 
set up when Malcom Floyd hauled 
in a 53-yard pass from Rivers. 
Although he appeared to tumble 
into the end zone with the ball, 
Floyd was ruled down at the 1. 

Chris Chambers, released by 
the Chargers a month ago and 
quickly signed by Kansas City, 
caught a 7-yard touchdown pass 
to tie the game at 7 in the second 
quarter. Charles scored on a 4- 
yard run in the third quarter. 

Rivers was 21-for-28 for 317 


yards, with no interceptions, for a 
rating of 135.6. He wasn’t sacked. 

Cassel was 19-for-31 for 178 
yards. He was sacked once. 

49ers 20, Jaguars 3: At San 
Francisco, 49ers quarterback 
Alex Smith threw short touch- 
down passes to Frank Gore 
and Vernon Davis in the kind of 
mistake-free day San Francisco 
coach Mike Singletary has sought 
for weeks. 

Smith threw for 232 yards with 
no interceptions and no sacks in 
his best game since taking over as 
starter in late October. Joe Ned- 
ney kicked field goals of 46 and
